Claim I (currently amended): A butyl rubber e ompo s ition, composition for nse as a moldingr 
material for sealing of a caibon dioxide refiigerant which comprises 1 00 parts by weight of butyl 
rubber and 30 to 150 parts by weight of carbon black having a CTAB (cctyltrmicthylanmionivini 
bromide) specific surface area of 30 to 100 m^/g. 

Claim 2 (original): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 1, wherein 10 to 100 parts by 
weight of a flat filler havii^ an average parttole size of I to 40 and an aspect ratio of 5 or more 
and 0.05 to 5 parts by weight of a coupling agent of oiiganometallic compound are forther contained 

Claim 3 (original): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 1 for use as a molding material 
for use in carbon dioxide. 

Claim 4 (original): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 3 for use as a molding material 
for air conditioner sealing materials. 
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Claim 5 (original): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 4 for use as a molding material 
for air conditioner squeeze packings. 

Claim 6 (originai): A butyl rubber composition according to Qaim 2 for use as a molding material 
for use yn carbon dioxide. 

Claim 7 (original): A butyl rubber composition according to Claam 6 for use as a molding material 
for air conditioner sealing materials. 

Claim 8 (original): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim. 7 for use as a molding material 
for air conditioner squeeze packings. 

Claim 9 (new): A sealing material for a carbon dioxide refrigerant molded from the butyl rubber 
composition of claim I. 

Claim 10 (new): A sealing material according to Claim wherein the sealing material is a material 
for air conditioner seals. 
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Claim 1 1 (new): A sealing material according to Claam 10, the sealing material is amatenal 

for air conditioner squeeze packixigs. 

Claim 12 (new): Abutyl rubber composition formulated so thai caibon dioxide is substantially non- 
soluble in the composition, which butyl rubber composition consists essentially of 100 parts by 
weight of butyl rubber and 30 to 150 parts by weight of carbon black having a CTAB 
(cetyltrimetlQrlanjmonium bromide) qjecific sivr&ce area of 30 to 100 m^/g. 

Claim 13 (new): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 12, further comprising a filler 
material. 

Claim 14 (new): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 13, further comprising an 
organometallic coupling agent 

Claim 15 (new): A butyl rubber composition according to Claim 14, fiulher comprising a cross- 
linking agent 

Claim 16 (new): A carbon dioxide resistant sealing element that comprises butyl rubber composition 
which includes 100 parts by weight of butyl rubber and 30 to 150 parts by weight of carbon black 
having a CTAB (cetyltrimeftiylamanonium bromide) specij&c surface area of 30 to 100 m^/g. 
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
